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Advertising Praised by President 
(Pomona Bulletin) 


Advertising is hailed by President Coolidge 
as the great promotive force in American busi- 
ness and industry today. Follow the logic of 
Mr. Coolidge’s argument, elevating advertising 
to the dignity it deserves in the economic life 
of the Nation: The pre-eminence of American 
industry, which has constantly brought about 
a reduction of costs, has come very largely 
through mass production. ‘‘Mass production 
is only possible where there is mass demand. 
Mass demand has been created almost entirely 
through the development of advertising.’ 

In former days, Mr. Coolidge observed, in 
an address to the American Association of Ad- 
vertising Agencies, goods were expected to 
sell themselves. ‘‘Modern business could 
neither have been created nor can it be main- 
tained on such a system.’’ Goods must be 
made. But this is not enough. Demand for 
them must be made also. ‘‘It is on this foun- 
dation of enlarging production through the 
demand created by advertising that much of 
the success of the modern industrial system 
rests.’’ 

And further along in his address President 
Coolidge said: ‘‘It is to be seen that advertis- 
ing is not an economic waste; it ministers to 
the true development of trade.’’ 

Perhaps no stronger tribute to the tre- 
mendous potency of advertising could come 
from a more influential or a more convincing 
source. As executive head of the Nation, Mr. 
Coolidge views, from his official vantage point, 
the forces which are at work promoting and 
fostering the enormous volume of business in 
this country. And he has no hesitancy in 
awarding to advertising the chief place in this 
vast trade-promotion scheme. 

Recognition of the power and indispens- 
ability of advertising in building up and main- 
taining business is given more and more by all 
who studiously observe the trend of this in- 
tensive, strenuous age.

(Philadelphia Bulletin) 


Some fifty years ago a boy was born on a 
farm out in Iowa or Nebraska, or one of those 
corn-growing states, and when he came to be 
eight years old he earned his first money. This 
is how he did it—he remembered, because 
money was a scarce article in those parts at 
that cime, and most of the boys had plenty to 
do around their own homes. 

Every morning except Saturday and Sun- 
day, he walked a mile and a half to the district 
schoolhouse and built a wood fire in the stove 
that heated the room. This meant he had to 
get up about 5 o’clock and in winter time it 
meant he often had to plow through snow- 
drifts up to his neck. 

For seven months he did this, and when the 
weather got warm enough to make the fire un- 
eomfortable, he waited three or four weeks 
for his pay. 

Five dollars for the season! 

He felt rich when he pocketed the greasy 
bank notes. He was rich—rich in a way that 
is worth more than money, because it is some- 
thing money cannot buy. 

He was rich in the consciousness of having 
done a good job; of having stuck to it through 
thick and thin; of having laid a foundation for 
honest work during years to come. 

The district school treasurer had given him 
a mere pittance for his services, but he had 
formed a partnership with the job, and to- 
gether they had given him something he could 
draw on all his life. k

hour day, six days a week, his pay is a little 
more per hour ‘than it was per season at the 
start of his earning career.

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Suggestions For Safety 


(Covina Argus) 


There has been much agitation concerning 
safety measures and all will agree that no bet- 
ter form of agitation was ever started, but it 
is thought that automobile associations and 
others engaged in the work of averting grade 
crossing accidents are leaving an important 
stone unturned when they do not start a cam- 
paign to do away with all advertising signs at 
or near’ railroad crossings. 

There should be nothing at or near grade 
crossings to cause distraction. When the driv- 
er of an automobile is approaching a crossing 
he should have his mind on that very thing, 
and not be reading signs or thinking of some- 
thing else. It might be well to make a single 
concession and allow undertakers to put their 
ads at crossings, but no other business. 

Signs are apt to distract the attention of 
the driver, and though only for a moment, it 
is a time when he should be thinking of poss- 
ible approaching trains, and not the best brand 
of peaches or where to buy his shirts. It is for 
the safety of the motor-driving public that 
signs at railroad crossings should be removed, 
other than those required to indicate a cross- 
ing, and the auto drivers and public author- 
ities should co-operate to effect their elimina- 
tion. 

Among those to be eliminated, the safety 
sign, ‘‘Cross Crossings Cautiously,’’? might be 
well included. By the time a man has success- 
fully pronounced those three words in rota- 
tion, he has nothing else on his mind for at 
least a minute or two.

There are scores of 
small hats in the advance displays, 
and they include familiar materials 
used in clever and original ways. 
Summer has tentatively tried out 
the velvet beret and found it good. 
Paris loves it, and enthusiasm for 
anything smart is bound to spread. 
The velvet of which it is made is 
soft and lustrous, and the preferred 
trimming ts grosgrain ribbon. 

If one may judge from the new 
felt and velour hats, Paris is 
stressing the crown as the most 
important part of the model, Ex- 
tremely light weight velours and 
felt are fashioned into many widely 
different shapes by dents and folds 
and pinched-in tucks, There are 
crowns with a deal of height, but 
other crowns ignore it.

If 
you would keep just ahead of 
fashion, then you will have a small 
velvet hat in some one of the deep, 
rich colors—Chanel red, oakleaf, 
green. It wil. be tailored, this lit- 
tle hat, with rows of stitching, 
perhaps, and certainly a grosgrain 
band and bow or ornament. Vel- 
vet will be important in both hats 
and frocks this winter—it’s to be 
a velvet season!

will find, when you go shopping 
for a coat of it, that it can be & 
very lovely, withal a very pres- 
tical thing. 

The softer furs, like mole, sable, 
ermine, squirrel and chinchilla are 
costly in their first purchase, ané 
do not wear so very well. They 
belong to the woman who rides, 
not the woman who drives her 
own car. Mink wears well, but 
genuine Canadian mink is ex- 
pensive—one can strike the bal- 
ance, for you will readily see that 
when a fur costs a good bit and 
does not wear well, it is, indeed, 
expensive, but if it wears splendid- 
ly, it is not so expensive, after all. 

Beaver wears well, and so does 
nutria, the latter a South Ameri- 
can fur that clothes a little beast 
that is a relative of the muskrat. 
It is not as heavy a fur as beaver, 
and fits into the prevailing mode 
more attractively. We have be- 
come very familiar in recent years 
with the black fur that is known 
as Hudson seal, and it is, for all 
practical purposes, except driving 
a car, a splendidly wearing pelt. 
But you should know it is really 
muskrat, sheared, dyed, and care- 
fully dressed. 

Alaska seal, again appearing on 
the market in some quantities, is 
very soft and beautiful and the 
skins are large—it is a fur that 
wears well, but the supply is ex- 
ceeded by the demand and one 
must beware of imitations. It is 
a certain fact that you must be- 
ware of imitations, these days, 
when buying any fur, for any ani- 
mal that wears a coat that will 
hold together even briefly, is a pos- 
sible sacrifice to fashion. Even 
dogs—of the prairie dog family— 
are used. 

There is a ftair for coats of 
Persian lamb, caracul, broadtail— 
even shaved lamb. There are many 
grades and many shades ‘in caracul 
—but the genuine caracul is really 
very rare. Leopard skins are 
vogue, and smart enough for any 
sports or utility purpose. But all 
spotted skins are not leopard, and 
you must be sure that you are get- 
ting what you are paying for. 

The coat of nutria, beaver or 
seal may be winter rabbits, dyed 
to imitate the fur they pretend ¥ 
be. What you fondly imagine 
caracul or Persian lamb may be @ 
common goat or sheep, its curly 
hair simulated with a permanent 
wave! Dog skins are dyed and 
marked with a dark streak and 
sold for mink; common squirrels 
masquerade as the more valuable 
brother that possesses a steel blue 
fur, and fitch and kolinsky are 
dyed to represent sable. 

Kolinsky and weasel are dyed to 
represent marten or sable, fitch 
may appear as sable, and so may 
kolinsky—nor is the dyed fitch 
coat inexpensive! Red fox skins 
are dyed to simulate the rare 
shades, and what you may be sure 
is a collar of white fox may be 
only hare! It is quite all right, it 
you pay for an imitation and know 
it is so—it may be beautiful 
enough to really deceive without 
being costly-—it is to guard against 
paying for a rea] fur and getting 
an imitation that you should buy 
cautiously. Again-—consult an ac- 
credited furrier, and ask questions,
